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POWER  AND  MACHINERY  ON  FARMS,  AND  RELATED  DATA  X

Agricultural  Research  Service 

This   report   contains  the   available   data  on  numbers   and  State  distribu- 
tion of  several  principal  farm  machines   and  numbers   and  State  distribu- 
tion of  horses   and   mules   on  farms   since    1910.      The   report  also  shows 
the  number  of  farms,    by  States,    and  farmers'   annual  purchases   of  motor 
vehicles,    farm  machines,    and   equipment,    by  census   years,    beginning 
with   1910. 

Numbers   of  principal  machines   for   1951-54   (table   1)   are   revisions   of 
previous   estimates,    brought  in  line  with  the    1955   census   reports. 

Reports   and  material  of  the   Bureau  of  the  Census,   the  Production  Eco- 
nomics  Research  Branch,    Agricultural  Research  Service,    U.    S.    Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,    and  the  Agricultural  Estimates   Division,    Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Service,    U.    S.    Department  of  Agriculture,    were  used  in 
the  preparation  of  this   report. 

HORSES  AND  MULES 

Horses   are  not  native  to  the  western  world.      They  were  first  brought 
to  this   country  by  the   early  explorers   of  the    17th   century.      Their  num- 
ber in  this   country  increased  rapidly  and   continuously  with  the   expanding 
growth  of  the  Nation  until    1918  when  there  were   about   26.  7   million  head 
of  horses   and  mules   on  farms.      Since    1918,    numbers   of  horses  and  mules 
on  farms  have  declined  with  each  successive  year.      In   1956,    farmers  had 
only  15  percent  of  the    1918  number.      Annual  colt   crops,    which  from  1910 
to   1920  usually  exceeded   2   million  head,    have  declined  to  less  than 
100,  000  head   (table   1).       Tremendous   reductions   in  numbers   of  horses 
and  mules   have  taken  place  in  all  parts   of  the   country,    but  in  most  north- 
ern and   central  States,    the  decline   since    1920  has  been  above  the  average 
of  the^  country.      In  the  Appalachian  Area,    the  Southeast,    and  the  Delta 
States,    the   reduction  in  numbers   has   been  below  average   (table   2). 

FARM   TRACTORS 

Estimates   have  placed  the  number  of  tractors   on  United  States   farms 
at  about  1,  000   in   1910.       World  War  I  resulted  in  shortages   of  farm  labor, 
expanded  demand  for  farm  products,    higher  prices,    and  greatly  increased 
cash  receipts  to  farmers.      By  January   1,    1920,    numbers   of  farm  tractors 
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had  increased  to   246,  000.      Since    1920,    except  in  the  depression  years 
of  the   early  thirties,    increases   have   occurred  in  each  year.      From  1940 
to   1956,    numbers   of  farm  tractors   increased  by  about   200  percent 
(table    1).      Annual  increases   in  numbers   of  farm  tractors   (not  including 
garden -type  tractors)    averaged  more  than   200,  000  units   from   1945  to 
1953,    but  since    1953,    the  yearly  average  has   been  about    110,  000  units 
(table    1). 

In  1945,  there  were  about  2,  255,  000  wheel  tractors,  excluding  garden 
types,  and  98,  000  crawler  tractors  on  farms.  Preliminary  figures  from 
the  1955  census  show  a  total  of  4,185,000  wheel  and  160,000  crawler 
tractors  on  farms  (table  3).  Since  1950,  the  rate  of  increase  for  crawl- 
ers has  been  substantially  less  than  that  for  wheel  tractors  (tables  3  and 
4). 

GARDEN  TRACTORS 

Census   figures  for  garden  tractors   were  first   available  in   1945.       To 
what   extent   census   reports   included  garden  tractors   in  tractor  figures 
for   earlier  years   is   not   certain.      Only  a  small  number  of  these  tractors 
were  on  farms   in   1940   and   earlier  years.       To  arrive   at  the   estimates  of 
tractor  numbers   other  than  garden  for   1941-44,    it  was   necessary  to  es- 
timate the   number  of  garden  tractors   included  in  the  tractor  figures. 
These   were   estimated  to  be   as   follows:      1941,    10,000;    1942,    25,000; 
1943,    45,000;    and   1944,     55,000. 

Preliminary  figures   from  the   1955  census   show  a  total  of  347,  000 
garden  tractors   on  farms.      The   Corn  Belt  and  the  Northeastern  States 
together  had  about  half  the  total  (table  4).      The  increase  in  garden  trac- 
tors would  have   been  greater  except  for  the   reduction  in  numbers   of 
farms.      From   1945  to   1955,    numbers   of  farms   decreased  by  about 
1,  080,  000,    or   about   18  percent   (table   5).      Many  of  the  units   no  longer 
classified  as  farms   have  garden  tractors.      The   increase  in  numbers   of 
garden  tractors   on  farms   from   1950  to   1955,    accounted  for  only  about 
15  percent   of  the   1950  to   1954  domestic  shipments. 

NUMBER  OF   FARMS 

Census   figures   show  relatively  little   change  in  the  total  number  of 
farms   from   1910  to   1930   (table    5).      In  the  depression  years   of  the  early 
thirties,    however,    the   number  of  farms   increased  and  a  record  high  of 
more  than   6.  8  million  was    reported  by  the    1935   census. 
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Since   1935,    numbers   of  farms  have   declined  with  each  census  year. 
The   reduction  since    1945,    however,    has  been  especially  pronounced;   it 
has   amounted  to  about   1,  080,  000  units.      Although    many  factors  have  con- 
tributed  to  the   reduction  in  numbers  of  farms,    the  new  definition  of  a 
farm  first  applied  in  the    1950   census  has  been  important  in  many  States. 
Except  for  the   reduction  in  farm  numbers  there  would  have  been  many 
more   automobiles   and  garden  tractors,    as   well  as   additional  motortrucks 
and  wheel  tractors,    on  farms. 

MOTORTRUCKS 

In   1910,    there  were  fewer  than   1,000  motortrucks   on  farms.      By 
1920,    however,    the  number  had  increased  to   139,  000  and  in   1930,    it  had 
risen  to  900,  000  (table   1).      The  number  decreased  slightly  in  the  next   5 
years,    and  in  1940,    it  exceeded  the    1930  figure  by  only  16  percent. 

From   1950  to   1956,    annual  increases   averaged  about   100,  000  units, 
and  the   1956  figure  of  2.  8  million  exceeds  the   1930  figure  by  about   200 
percent.      The   rate   of  increase  during  the  last  decade  has  been  above  av- 
erage in  the  South.      In  the  Northeastern  States,    where  the   reduction  in 
number  of  farms   has  been  unusually  large,    the  number  of  motortrucks 
has   changed  little   since   1945  (table   6). 

AUTOMOBILES 

Numbers  of  automobiles   on  farms   increased  from  50,  000  in   1910  to 
more  than   2  million  in   1920.      In  the  decade  that  followed,    the  number 
about  doubled  (table   7).      Since   1930,    census   figures  have  shown  little 
change  in  the  number  of  automobiles   on  farms.      In  the  North-Central 
and  Eastern  States   and  in  the   Southern  Plains,    fewer  automobiles  were 
reported  by  the   1955  census  than  were  reported  in   1930  (table   7).      In 
most  Southern  and  Western  States,    numbers   of  automobiles  have  increas- 
ed since   1930. 

The   reduction  in  the  number  of  farms  has  contributed  greatly  to  the 
small  increase  in  numbers   of  automobiles.     In   1930,    58  percent,    and  in 
1955,    71   percent,    of  the  farmers  had  automobiles.      The  number  per 
farm  reporting  averaged  about   15  percent  higher  in   1955  than  in  1930. 

GRAIN  COMBINES 

During  World  War  I,    grain  combines  were  used  almost  exclusively  in 
the  Pacific  Coast  States,    and  in  1930,    there  were  still  only  61,  000  on 
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our  farms.      Since    1930,    combines  have  become   the  major  grain  harvest- 
ing machines   in  practically  all  small -grain  areas.      In   1956,    a  million 
combines   were  on  farms   (table   1). 

Since    1945,    increases   in  numbers   of  combines   have  been  most  pro- 
nounced in  States   adjacent  to  and   east  of  the   Mississippi  River  (table   8). 
Of  the   combines   now  on  farms,    probably  about   15  percent   are   of  the 
self-propelled  type.       Few   combines   of  this   type  were  on  farms   at  the 
end  of  World  War  II. 

CORNPICKERS 

The   number  of  cornpickers   on  farms   approximately  doubled  from  1930 
to   1940,    but  the   annual  increase   averaged   about   5,  000  units   during  this 
decade.       From   1940  to   1945,    the  annual  increase   averaged   around  11,000 
pickers   but  in  the  next   5  years   the   annual  increase   averaged    more  than 
55,  000   units.       The   increase   averaged   about   58,  000   units   annually  from 
1950   to    1953,    but  has   slowed  in   recent  years    (table    1).       Since    1950,    in- 
creases  in  numbers   of  pickers  have   occurred  in  all  areas   of  the   country, 
and  were  substantially  above   average   in  the  South  and  the  Northeast.     Of 
the   cornpickers   on  farms   in   19  55,    more  than  half  were  in  the  Corn  Belt 
States,    and   around   a  third  were  in  the  Lake  States   and  Northern  Plains 
(table   8). 

PICKUP   BALERS 

Pickup  balers   first   came   into  use   around    1930.       In  January   1942,    it 
was   estimated  that   25,  000  of  these   balers   were  on  farms.      Practically 
all  of  them  were  hand-tie   wire  balers.      Automatic  twine  balers   have 
been  used  for  only  about   15  years,    but  the  increases   in  numbers    and  use 
of  these  machines  have  been  outstanding.      In  January   1951,    twine -tie 
balers   accounted  for  about   60  percent  of  the   240,  000  pickup  balers,    and 
in  January   1954,    75  percent  of  all  pickup  balers  used  twine   (table   9). 

Reports   from  the   1955   census   show   a  total  of  448,  000  pickup  balers 
on  farms. 

FIELD   FORAGE   HARVESTERS 

Field   machines   for  harvesting  forage  have   been  used  to  some   extent 
for  more  than   30   years.       The  first   machines   were  bulky.      They  were 
adapted   only  to  the   harvesting   of  row   crops   for  silage.       Modern  field 
forage  harvesters   can  be   adapted  to  many  farm  jobs.       They  can  be  used 
to  harvest  green  forage   either  as   a  standing  crop  or  from  the  windrow. 
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They  are  used  to  harvest   all  kinds   of  silage   crops.      They  are   also  used 
extensively  in  harvesting  cured  hay  and  other  dry  roughages.      From   1950 
to   1955,    the  numbers   of  these   machines   on  farms   more  than  doubled. 
About   13  percent  of  the   1955  field  forage  harvesters  were  in  Wisconsin. 
The  Lake  States   and  the  Corn  Belt  States  together  accounted  for  about 
half  of  all  field  forage  harvesters   in  use  in  1955  (table    10). 

MILKING   MACHINES 

Milking  machines   were  first  used  at  about  the  beginning  of  the   20th 
century.      The   early  machines   were   operated  manually.      It  was  estimated 
that  in  1910,    there  were   12,000  farms  with  milking  machines,    in   1920, 
55,000,    and  in   1930,    100,000  (table    1). 

The  first  distribution  by  States   of  farms   with  milking  machines  was 
for  January   1,    1942,    when  it  was   estimated  that  there  were   milking  ma- 
chines  on  about   255,  000  farms.      From   1942  to   1950,    the  annual  increase 
in  number  of  farms  having  milking  machines   approximated  48,  000  (table 
10).      From   1950  to   1956,    the   annual  increase   averaged   about   13,  000. 
During  the  last  3   years,    however,    the  increase  has   averaged  only  about 
half  this  number.      Of  farms  with  milking  machines  in  1955,    more  than 
30  percent  were  in  the  Lake  States.      Wisconsin  alone  had  about   15  per- 
cent of  the  total. 

OTHER  MACHINERY 

In  February   1954,    crop  correspondents   reported  for  January   1,    1954, 
the  numbers  of  mowing  machines,    side-delivery  rakes,    self-propelled  ma- 
chines,   chain  saws,    power  lawnmowers,    and  internal  combustion  engines 
that  were  mounted  on  farm  machines,    or  that  were  used  for  stationary 
work.      A  few  farmers  reported  ownership  of  other  power  equipment, 
such  as   airplanes  and  motorboats. 

Of  the   2.  5  million  mowing  machines  estimated  for  1954,    more  than 
56  percent  were  power  driven  (table   11).      Most  of  the  traction  mowers 
now  on  farms  were  designed  for  use  with  animal  power,    but  many  of 
them  have  been  adapted  for  use  with  tractors.      Of  the   1,175,000  side- 
delivery  rakes  estimated  to  be  on  farms  in  1954,    about  55  percent  were 
in  the  Corn  Belt  and  Lake  States. 

About  half  of  the  self-propelled  machines  on  farms  in  1954  were  in 
the  Northern  Plains   and  the  Corn  Belt  (table   11).      Most  self-propelled 
farm  machines  are  harvesting  machines,    although  there  are  some  spray- 
ers. 
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Of  the   250,  000   chain  saws,    about  two-thirds  were  in  the  Corn  Belt, 
the   Northeast,    and  the  Lake   States.      These  three  groups   of  States  had 
more  than   60  percent  of  the  power  lawnmowers.      Internal  combustion 
engines   mounted  on  farm  machines,    engines   used  for  stationary  power, 
and  miscellaneous   power  machines   together  were   estimated  at   1.  4  mil- 
lion units.      These  power  units   are  widely  distributed   among  the  different 
areas. 

ANNUAL   PURCHASES  OF  MACHINES 

In  most  years,    the  volume   of  purchases  of  farm  machines   and  equip- 
ment is   determined  largely  by  the   current  and  prospective  incomes   of 
farmers   and  by  the  availability  of  farm  machines.      From   1948  to   1953, 
annual  purchases   of  new  tractors,    including  attachments,    exceeded   2  per- 
cent of  the   cash  receipts  from  farming  (table   12). 

Purchases   of  new  tractors  were  low  in  relation  to   cash  farm  income 
in  the   depression  years   of  the   early  thirties   and  during  World  War  II 
when  production  of  tractors   and  farm  machines  was   restricted. 

Purchases   of  new  farm  machines   and   equipment  other  than  tractors 
were  high  in  relation  to  farmers1    cash  incomes   in  most   recent  years  and 
in  the  years  that  immediately  preceded  World  War  I. 

Since   1947,    farmers'  purchases   of  motortrucks   and  automobiles,    both 
new  and  used,    have  usually  accounted  for  around   5  percent  of  the   cash 
receipts   from  farming.      In  the   depression  years   of  the   1930's,    purchases 
of  automobiles   and  motortrucks   were   maintained   at   relatively  high  levels 
in  relation  to  the   incomes   of  farmers.      During  World  War  II  and  in  the 
immediate  postwar  years,    purchases   of  automobiles   and  motortrucks  by 
farmers  were  small  in  relation  to  farm  income   because  of  the   restricted 
production  of  motor  vehicles.
